S*d*flt*ry Worker. Need to U*a Th.ir 
Muaclaa Ragulariy. 

Look at the city dog or tbe city horse 
— lf any atlll exiata. Let these uulmals 
bo pampered, full fed a.id kept from 
work or play, and they become fat. In- 
dolent decrepit abort lived. They 
must have exercise renlly to live. It 
need not be tbe rigorous task of the 
foxhouud or the ctmning greyhound 
or tbe bard drilling of tbo thorough- 
bred race hone In training. But a 
reuaouatile amount of exercise tbey 
muKt have in order to live. 

Bo with the city man, the brain work- 
er, tie- man' of aedentary occupation. 
And Inasmuch aa "mun." of coune, 
"embraces woman"— as the philosopher 
anld-tt follows that she. too, noils 
reasonable exercise If aho would live 
at ber beat But the reaaonableneaa of 
the exerclae must never be forgotten. 

It would be sulildtd folly for tile 
hardworking bualueaa man or (irnetl 
tloner of a learned profession to box 
tan rounds n duy with n pugilist at tup 
speed or to run a mile at hla beet pare 
or to piny three fast aer* of tennis. 
Yet three or four rounds a day or six 
rounds every other day at moderate 
Bpeed, with, any. a couple of mluutea' 
brisk mlxup nt the flnlnh, or a pleas- 
ant. Jugging run, or a set of teunls 
dally, or six sets distributed over a 
week, would do wonder* In keeping 
the bualeat aedentary worker full of 
the Joy of living and doing and out of 
tbe banda of tbe doctor*. 

Preferably man ahould take his phye- 
lcal exercise aa play. A pleasant 
■wlm of fifteen or twenty minutes' 
duration, a awlft atroll with a friend 
or two over five or all miles, a lively 
game or two of aquuih or tennis or 
handball— any one of tbeae will do a 
man more good thnn houre of mo- 
notonous mauling a punching bag or 
pushing dnmlilielln. The mind, the 
eoul Itself, la benefited by piny, while 
the bodily fuuctlona are strengthened 
by tho physical work In tbe game.— 
Harpcr'a Weekly.

If 
the water geta too mid turn it off for 
a fow mlnulea. but lie sure and keep 
tbe band In the upright position, ao 
that the blood will not run too freely 
Into tbe bruised portiuns of the finger 
and discolor It

tic. While away camping with n phy 
Blclun and hla fnmlly where there 
were mnny cnmpori In a lovely spot 
miles awny from n drug store, the doc- 
tor demonstrated the hunting virtues 
of water In mnny ways. One day a 
memlier of the camp hnd tbe mlafor- 
tune to get his hnud iiolaoncd by hav- 
ing It cut with the tins of u fish. When 
he enme to the doctor for nld bin arm 
wna greatly swollen and dnrkly purple, 
even above the elbow. The phyalclnn 
wuahed the wnnnii ti lth srani! sponges 
of absorbent cotton saturated with 
cold aprlng water, nnd he nlso tnnde 
him keep compresses mnde of nliMorb 
etil cotton nnd cold wafer over the 
wnnnd, rhnngtng them as noon ns tbey 
became warm for fresh ones. It was a 
quick nnd nntlsfnctory cure. 



How to Drive Naile In a Wall. 

It la frequently dlltlrult to fix nails' 
to the walls on which to hang pictures 
owing to the |iowdery condition of the 
plaster, which emwes the nnlla to fall 
out almost Immediately.

Next glue the 
bnck of the block to tbo wall, knock- 
ing the nnlla In nt the same time. 
When set thla la quite firm, and hooka

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HOW TO PLANT ROSES. 

They Should Be Carefully Pruned t* 
Get the Bast Rasulti. 

In planting tbe rose the roots should 
be snaked In lukewarm wnter for sev- 
eral minutes nnd theu clipped sparing- 
ly, each fibrous tendril being allowed 
to stretch out Its full length when set 
In place. 

Care should bo taken lo bavo tbo 
boles deep nnd partially filled with 
gravel to Insure good drainage. A 
piece or two of broken crockery would 
not be amiss beneath tbo roots. Then, 
too, tbe bole must be large enough to 
allow freedom to the roots in every 
direction, for cramped or curled up 
roots will prove dlsnatroua to the 
blooma. 

At a distance of fifteen Inches each 
wny— and rosea Bhould never be plant- 
ed any closer— dig a bole to the depth 
ef twelve lucbe* and de|wslt a cup of 
manure. Tbe most weary, lifeless 
root* will reach out until they finally 
locate the fertilizer nud will rejoice lu 
the luxury which acts aa a stimulant. 

If rosea are planted In clay soil, mix 
ashes freely with tbe well rotted ma- 
nure In which the plants are set lf 
manure Is fresh It will kill the roses, 
owing to tbe ammonia It containa, 
whlcb la one reason for setting it so 
far away from tbe plants. Tbe roots 
will literally burn up If this precaution 
Is not obaerved. . /t. 

Careful pruning Is most essential In 
tbe culture of the rose. One rule to 
remember 1* to cut down all the 
sprout* to a height of eight Inches. 
Thla will give your garden a uniformity 
and tbe results will be better. Tbe 
sterna which bear the flowers are not 
those whlcb are even visible wben tbe 
roses are set Tbe strength goes Into 
the root* when the shoots are cut down, 
and new ate ma appear, growing 
straight and tall, wltb tbe blosaoma 
larger and earlier thnn those which 
appear on the old stems. American 
Boauty roses may bo planted cither In 
spring or fall, but nothing Is gained 
by fall plautlng, aa the rose will bloom 
every month during the summer 1? 
planted lu the spring. 

Tea rosea require careful covering in 
cold weather, but it hi unnecessary to 
do more than scatter a few dry leave 
over tbe American Benutlea bocausa of 
tbelr hardiness. For this reason they 
are considered the most satisfactory 
bloomer In tbe rose family.

Thar* l« Ne Economy In Buying C 
Kind*. 

Do not try to save money by bnyln, 
cheap coffee. Pay 30 cents to 40 cents*, 
and you will get flavor and enough ad 
dltlonal strength to more than pay for 
the dlffereueo In cost, provided you 
make It properly, and get lesa poison- 
ous adulteration. Far be It from an; 
one to say that high priced anything Is 
perfectly pure In these degeneratn 
days, but let ua choose the least per- 
nicious. There Is no </eatlon about 
dripped coffee being tlfc best, but It 
takes a good deal more tt the berry. 

To moke It almost as good, Bret buy 
a mill and see that It grinds. Grind 
the little you need for two every morn- L 
lng. Have your pot bot and put hi a ta- 
blespoonful of coffee ground to a puw;^ 
der for each person. Boll fresh water'' 
until It bubbles hnrd. having measured 
It first exactly, nnd dash It Into the 
pot, whlcb settles It as slow pouring 
would not do. A cup and a hnlf of 
water to each tablespoonful of coffee 
niakea a liquid Btrong enough for any ^ 
one's health.— Harper's Baxnnr.
